I Editor Times: 

There nee ms to be at the present 
time a genera) unre*t among the 
teachers. 1 think If 1 may be al¬ 
lowed the privilege, 1 shall endeavor 
to give a few point* on the situation. 

First. It takes time, money and 
training for the|teacher juat the same 
as for the doctor. Your child is 
physically unbalanced and you send 
for your physician. He diagnosis 
the case, gives you the remedy and 
leaves you to care for the child, and 
charges you from 93.00 to $10.00 for 
maybe fifteen minutes, of his time. 
This leaves him time to make at 
least twelve more visits to others In 
the same length of time that the 
public calls tlie teacher s day, not 
counting the time that either are on 
the road. This day therefore aver* 
ages the Doctor from $36.09 to $120 
per day. 

Your child Is mentally unbalanced, 
you, sometimes, give It the necessary 
books and send it to the teacher. 
Now she cannot assign It the lesson 
and send it back home to get this 
lesson and leave It to you to see that 4 
It does, but she must keep It right 
with her and have it get the lesson 
herself, it Is left to the teacher to 
take that child, usually multiplied 
by from 30 to 5u, and rear It as II 
were her own child. She has to 
know every child’s temperment, lib 
desires. Ids fallings or abort comings 
She must deal with all their faults. 
She 19 legislative, Executive, and Ju¬ 
dicial In her powers. For this ser¬ 
vice the teacher must lie satisfied 
with from $3.50 fo $&.<*» per day.

“teacher spirit” wont buy bread; it 
wont pay train and car fare to the 
meetings, granges, reading circles, 
round tables and institutes that 
teachers are supposed to attend. It 
wont buy shoes at from to.lKl to $|5 
per pair.
